A BUILDER who 
succeeded in evad¬ 
ing police who had 
a warrant for his 
arrest for 16 years, 
has been jailed for 
10 months at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court.

At the latest hearing, 
he admitted a charge of 
absconding while on 
bail.

bail. You even went 
abroad and obtained 
employment. You 
returned about six years 
ago, but you continued 
to avoid justice. 

“You were always 
wily enough to avoid 
detection. A deterrent 
sentence is called for.” 

Prosecutor Ruth 
Smith said that in April 
1994, two police offi¬ 
cers were on duty in 
Mary Street, Porthcawl, 
and saw Nevell parking 
his car. They 
approached and he 
began shouting obsceni¬ 
ties at them. 

When they said they 
wanted to search him, 
he became agitated. 

The officers found 
36.5 grammes of 
amphetamine. 

Nevell said it was for 
personal use and he 
had“been using it for 
years.” 

On January 13, 1995, 
while on bail, police 
officers saw Nevell driv¬ 
ing at high speed 
through the centre of 
Bridgend. 


He was seen to pull 
across the paths of 
oncoming vehicles. 

Nevell accelerated 
away from the officers, 
turned his vehicle 
around, and gave the 
police a ‘V’ sign. 

At 80 miles per hour, 
he headed for Newton, 
the vehicle zig-zagging 
across the road and 
crossing double white 
lines. 

Nevell reached the 
M4 and the pursuing 
police were unable to 
close with him. 

A police patrol car 
joined in the chase as 
Nevell hit 90 miles per 
hour, exiting at the 
Pencoed intersection 
where he suddenly lost 
control. 

Ms Smith said that he 
left the car and kicked 
out at one of the offi¬ 
cers, and burned one on 
the wrist with a cigarette 
lighter. 

A civilian in the 
vicinity helped to sub¬ 
due Nevell. 

“He was in a raging 
temper, spitting and 
shouting,” said Ms 
Smith.

Respect for Shopworkers Week. 

During the campaign week, the 
shopworkers union urged shoppers to 
remember to ‘Keep their cool at 
Christmas’. 

Usdaw’s latest survey reveals that 
in the last 12 months, 6 per cent of 
shopworkers had been subjected to 
violent attack, 37 per cent had been 
threatened and a massive 70 per cent 
had suffered verbal abuse. 

Nearly half of all incidents of abuse 
resulted from requests for proof of 
age or refusing a sale of an age- 
restricted product. 

John Hannett, Usdaw General 
Secretary, said: “Every minute of 
every day a shopworker is assaulted, 
threatened or abused. While our 
Freedom From Fear campaign helps 


to raise awareness of the problem and 
reduce the number of incidents, the 
level of violence and abuse faced by 
shopworkers remains shocking and 
totally unacceptable. 

“Our campaign highlights the prob¬ 
lems shopworkers face, particularly 
during the festive season when inci¬ 
dents of verbal abuse can increase 
dramatically. In the run-up to 
Christmas, customers are stressed, 
stores are busy and sometimes things 
can boil over. That’s why we are ask¬ 
ing shoppers to show respect for 
shopworkers and to ‘Keep your cool 
at Christmas’.” 

Ms Gregory AM commented: 
“Retailers and their staff provide a 
tremendous service, especially in the 
run-up to Christmas, when demand is 
very high and stores are busy. 
Shopworkers deserve respect and they 
have my full support. 

“I hope that everyone in our area 
gets their Christmas shopping done 
with the minimum of stress.”

READER’S LETTER 


Tariff cuts blow to 
the local families 
fighting fuel poverty 


THE decision to 
hasten cuts in tar¬ 
iffs by December 
12, for domestic 
solar installations is 
a sickening blow to 
local low-income 
families flghting 
fuel poverty. 

It also undermines 
community groups 
working in areas of 
older housing stock, 
where houses have poor 
levels of energy effi¬ 
ciency, i.e. much of 
Wales. 

The GCEL (Green 
Community Energy Ltd) 
consortium of charities 
and social enterprises, 
based in south Wales, 
works to link the carbon 
economy with fuel 
poverty, by using the 
‘Peed in Tariff’. 

The urgency of this 
work has been regularly 
underlined by govern¬ 
ment statements in 
Wales and the UK. The 
Coalition pledged to 
“encourage community 
owned energy where 
local people benefit 
from the power pro¬ 
duced”. 

But the bombshell 
that solar licences on 
domestic properties 
must be signed by 
December 12 this year 
undermines all GCEL’s 
community development 
work. 

Not only does this 
contradict the govern¬ 


ment line on why we 
need to cut carbon, it 
hits working families, 
the unemployed, and the 
elderly who might have 
benefited from tariffs 
paid for solar installa¬ 
tions. 

Ordinary people 
could have become 
energy providers. 

Instead they must 
remain passive con¬ 
sumers at the mercy of 
the market. 

What should have 
occurred is an extension 
of the ‘ Peed-In Tariff’ 
scheme payable to com¬ 
munity-based projects 
supporting those on low 
income. Instead, there is 
an effective 50 per cent 
cut in the fledgling 
home solar industry and 
an abandonment of ‘The 
Big Society’ ideology - 
communities taking 
responsibility for them¬ 
selves. 

This is shocking gov¬ 
ernment doublespeak, at 
a time when many of us 
were convinced we were 
working towards a fair¬ 
er, greener society. I 
urge everyone to 
demand that the 
December 12 deadline is 
scrapped, so that com¬ 
munity groups, such as 
GCEL, are not left high 
and dry.

WORK being done to promote heritage 
and tourism in the Ogmore Valley has 
won approval from a regional AM. 

Byron Davies, Welsh Conservative AM for South 
Wales West, visited Ogmore Vale and Nantymoel, 
where he met members of the Ogmore Valley 
Community Council which has been promoting its 
Time Travel project. 

The council has worked in conjunction with 
Bridgend County Borough Council and the Ogmore 
Valley Historical and Heritage Society to restore 
two elements of the valley’s history - the platform at 
the site of the old railway station in Ogmore Vale 
and the clock at Pricetown Square. 

Mr Davies met up with councillors in Ogmore 
Vale when the history of the project was outlined by 
chairman Margaret Jenkins. 

He was shown the old station site, where the 
council has had the platform reinstated with new 
paving slabs and slate, which is being carved by a 
local artist with symbols signifying various aspects 
of valley life. 

Trees have also been planted and seats installed to 
make the platform a focal point for the many 
cyclists and walkers who use the community route 
which passes along the track of the old railway line. 

The party then went to Pricetown, where progress 
on restoring the clock was inspected. The clock has 
been put back into working order and the steps 
around it are being removed to reduce anti-social 
behaviour problems for nearby residents as it had 
become a gathering place for local youngsters. 

A new set of railings is being placed around the 
clock which stands on a brick column. 

“I was very impressed with the work being done 
by the community council,” said Mr Davies. “The 
former mining valleys are areas of great natural 
beauty and they also have an interesting industrial 
and social history which can be promoted to bring 
visitors in. 

“Ogmore council has been the catalyst here with 
this project and I was particularly pleased with their 
plans to put in information posts which can be 
accessed with iPhones.” 

Council clerk Louvain Lake explained that the 
historical society members have been interviewing 
older residents for their memories of life in the past 
- about the pits, the railway line and other aspects of 
valley history. These recordings will be edited and 
will be available to visitors. 

She said: “It’s all about encouraging people, 
especially the youngsters, to learn about the history 
of their own community and also to give visitors 
somewhere to go and hear about these things. 

“We hope that people will now stop at the old sta¬ 
tion rather then just cycle or walk past. It’s about 
restoring pride in the valley as well.” 

The project has cost £80,000 so far, with grants 
from various bodies and some of the community 
council’s own money as well. 

The railway station closed in the 1950s when pas¬ 
senger trains ceased but coal trains travelled up the 
valley until the closure of the last pit -Wyndham 
Western - in 1985. 

The clock was put up by the Ogmore Valley 
Medical Aid Society when it disbanded following 
the establishment of the NHS in 1948. Some of the

AS local residents 
join the rest of the 
country in raising 
money for this 
year’s BBC 
Children in Need 
Appeal, Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council asks them 
to also remember 
the area’s own chil¬ 
dren in need. 

With the number of 
looked after children in 
care nationally still ris¬ 
ing steadily and a 13 per 
cent increase recorded in 
BCBC over the last year, 
the need for more foster 
carers has never been 
greater, a spokesperson 
explained. 

“There are currently 
45,000 foster families in 
the UK caring for just 
over 83,000 children and 
young people. The 
Fostering Network esti¬ 
mates that a further 
10,000 carers are needed 
nationally, including 750 
carers in Wales. 

“Faced with a short¬ 
age of foster carers in 
Bridgend, it is essential 
that fostering is promot¬ 
ed throughout the county 
borough to attract people 
with the qualities and 
skills to foster, particu¬ 
larly for teenagers and 
siblings.” 

The shortage of foster 
carers means that quite 
often children are moved 
from home to home, 
separated from their 
brothers and sisters and 
have to live a long way 


from their family and 
friends. 

The more people who 
are approved as foster 
carers, the more likely it 
is that a good match can 
be found for the child in 
terms of location, cul¬ 
ture, lifestyle, language 
and interests, reducing 
instability and disrup¬ 
tion. 

Coun Alana Davies, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people, 
said: “In Bridgend, we 
have many looked-after 
children in need of a fos¬ 
ter carer who is able to 
offer them a safe, caring 
and supportive home. 

“So many children are 
unable to remain with 
their birth family for 
many reasons, and fos¬ 
tering is one of the best 
ways of giving them a 
new or better life, 
whether that is short¬ 
term support or as long¬ 
term care.” 

There are many mis¬ 
conceptions that foster 
carers have to be mar¬ 
ried, own their own 
home or be a certain 
age. 

However, there is no 
‘ideal’ type and the 
council needs carers 
from a variety of differ¬ 
ent backgrounds and life 
experiences to meet the 
needs of the children.

He was said to have previous convictions for 
two armed robberies, for which he was jailed 
for seven and nine years respectively for bur¬ 
glary and possessing drugs. 

Mr Gedge said: “Nevell was in the ’90s at the 
tail-end of his criminal career. He has totally 
turned around his life, after spending a consid¬ 
erable period in prison. 

“He describes his behaviour as that of an 
idiot. He cannot explain his dangerous driving 
and it is more through luck than judgement 
there were no collisions or injuries.” 

He said the possession of the amphetamines 
was a symptom of the life he was then leading. 

He added: “Through his own efforts, he has 
rebuilt his life, and is well-known and well- 
liked. His criminal attitudes are in the past, and 
behind him.” 

Nevell was also disqualilled from driving for 
one year.

I T has been a 
busy enough 
year so far, and 
contrary to all of 
the literature writ¬ 
ten on the craft of 
beekeeping, it is 
not over yet. 

To all intents and pur¬ 
poses, the bees should 
have settled into their 
winter clusters - but this 
is not happening at all, 
far from it - the current 
mild weather is seeing 
the bees as busy as they 
have ever been. 

What does it advise 
in the literature? Well, it 
advises you that the bee¬ 
keeping year begins in 
the autumn, and it is at 
this time of the year you 
should be thinking of 
treating the bees for 
Varroa Mites, as any 
bees emerging now will 
be the ones to take the 
colony through the win¬ 
ter. 

Of course, as they 
emerge from their cells, 
they will be accompa¬ 
nied by the mites that 
carried out their breed¬ 
ing cycle in the same 
sealed cell as the newly- 
emerged bee. 

Your treatment will 
help to reduce the num¬ 
ber of mites that will go 
through the winter with 
the bees. It also advises 
that you remove any 
supers that you wish to 
keep containing honey, 
as you may contaminate 
the contents with any 
substances that are used 
to treat for Varroa - and 
as some treatments are 
chemically based, this is 
sound advice. 

As of yet, there is no 
all year round treatment 
available to treat for 
Varroa. 

The next step, is to 
ensure that the bees 
have enough stores to 
see them through the 
winter period; the rec¬ 
ommended amount is in 


the region of 401b per 
hive. 

If honey has been 
taken off, then feeding 
sugar-syrup (white sugar 
mixed with water) to 
make up the shortfall 
must be done, all this 
has to be done while the 
temperatures are still 
high enough to allow 
the bees to process the 
syrup to a consistency 
that suits them and also 
to allow them time to 
make wax and seal over 
the cells into which they 
put the syrup. 

In some years, this 
has been sound advice 
and it has worked very 
well; however, this year 
as stated it is a little dif¬ 
ferent, temperatures are 
up and the bees are very 
active, many of the so 
called winter bees will 
have died by now and 
been replaced by our 
still laying queens, all 
the active bees need 
food to convert into 
energy to allow the 
colony to perform and 
of course any syrup fed 
to the bees will no doubt 
be being consumed to 
provide this energy 
demand. 

You will have to keep 
on feeding, so as to 
ensure stores are there 
when needed. So far, I 
have not yet treated any 
hives for Varroa, as I am 
still feeding some 
colonies, it is usual to 
have all feeding done 
before applying 
Varroacides! 

The bees can be put 
off accepting the syrup 
by the application of 
mite treatments. Late as 
it is, I still intend to 
treat for Varroa before 
the month is out. 

Many more bees die 
of starvation than 
through the ravages of 
Varroa - hence my 
desire to have the bees 
well stored and to tackle 
the Varroa second.

of; they can also be tried 
on counts of failure to 
create anything other 
than cardboard cut-out 
characters - dialogue so 
wooden, you could carve 
a rocking chair out of it 
- and a distinct lack of 
invention. 

While the concept of 
gods fighting titans is 
something of a thrilling 
one, it is reduced to a 
boring concept by the 
writers, neither of whom 
bring anything meaning¬ 
ful or worthwhile to the 
proceedings. 

The malaise stretches 
to the performances with 
the cast having the mis¬ 
fortune of bringing the 
Parlapanides' script to 
life and attempting to do 
something good with it. 
So you have bright 
young thing Henry 
Cavill gamely trying his 
best with a character 
straight from the cliched 
book of leading man 
stereotypes, right down 
to a gamely-delivered 
'rousing' speech that has 
all the impact of a pillow 
on steel. That Cavill 
will be bringing 
Superman to life isn't too 
concerning - he has a 
degree of charm and 
ability that a better script 
would make better use 
of, but here he is fight¬ 
ing a losing battle. 

Mickey Rourke 
appears to be enjoying 
the chance to earn 
money just by showing 
up; his evil king again 


cut from the cliched 
cloth that bore Theseus. 
He seems unconcerned 
about creating an indeli¬ 
ble character, his per¬ 
formance smacking of 
the utmost laziness. 

Underneath them, the 
likes of Freida Pinto, 
Stephen Dorff, Fuke 
Evans and John Hurt all 
test the credulity of their 
equity cards with weak 
to poor performances, 
meaning that a fairly 
decent cast are undone 
by turns that aren't par¬ 
ticularly good and fail to 
overcome the shortcom¬ 
ings of the writing. 

The only light at the 
end of this rather dark 
tunnel lies in the direc¬ 
tion of Singh, who even 
though seeming to have 
an off-day, offers enough 
stylised visuals to dis¬ 
tract from the dross else¬ 
where. 

Using a (fairly) seam¬ 
less blend of set and 
CGI, along with enough 
slow-motion to make 
even Zack Snyder jeal¬ 
ous, the film maintains a 
visual interest even 
when all around it is 
crumbling; had Singh 
been able to marshal a 


better script, then 
Immortals would cer¬ 
tainly be a worthy piece 
of work that, like the 
best films, balances what 
you see on screen with a 
compelling narrative. 

However, like much of 
Hollywood's blockbuster 
output. Immortals has 
plenty of style and very 
little substance and 
though the hard-hitting 
action and style covers 
some cracks, it is unable 
to shore up what is a 
very poor piece of work 
indeed. 

VERDICT - Visually 
impressive. Immortals 
certainly looks the part - 
but dig a little deeper 
and no amount of clever 
direction from Tarsem 
Singh can overcome the 
woeful script and weak 
turns. Its fantasy 
grounding and visceral 
violence may draw cer¬ 
tain people in, but those 
who prefer to be enter¬ 
tained mentally, as well 
as visually, should keep 
away. Poor.

Janet Moisan told 
The GEM that next

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Remembering not only those who died 
but also the families they left behind... 


I N today’s GEM you will see photo¬ 
graphs of Remembrance parades held 
across the county borough last week¬ 
end. 

We tend to see Remembrance Day as part of a 
reflection of those who died during the first and 
Second World Wars. The larger numbers attending 
services, also reflect a support for those who fought 
and are fighting in the Balkans, Iraq, Afghanistan 
and Libya. 

Remembrance Day must also be for those who 
also fought, whether in the blue light brigades of 
fire, police and ambulance. The Home Guard, the 
munitions workers, medical staff, ARP workers, 
land and lumber girls and the merchant seamen, 
more of whom died than all three military services 
combined. 

The same is true of today’s wars. We could not 
have fought in Libya if armaments workers had not 
worked 24 hour shifts to provide the munitions. 

A large percentage of the medical staff serving in 
field hospitals are civilians or reservists. Many of 
the maintenance staff serving and being killed 
alongside our armed forces are civilians. 

We owe them ah a huge debt of gratitude. To 
mark Remembrance Day, the House of Commons 
devoted an afternoon to a debate about Armed 
Forces Personnel. 

For MPs who have recently served in the Armed 
Forces, it was a chance to remember colleagues 
they had lost, while for those of us with an interest 
in defence and security, it was the opportunity to 
pay tribute to the people who put their lives on the 


line to protect us and highlight some of the issues 
they are facing. 

Operation Ellamy, the UK’s contribution to the 
operations over Libya featured highly in the debate. 
RAF and Navy pilots played a vital role in this and 
to them we owe a debt of thanks. They were 
admired by others for their professionalism. 

Thankfully, there were no military deaths and 
with their brave contribution, many civilian deaths 
were avoided. 

Against the background of operations over Libya 
and our continuing commitment in Afghanistan, the 
Government has finally enshrined the Armed 
Forces covenant into law. I hope that this signifi¬ 
cant step will not turn out to be an exercise full of 
promises that lack real commitment. 

Morale amongst our Armed Forces personnel 
and their families is at an all-time low, due to the 
ongoing process of redundancies, changes to 
allowances and for some having to endure sub-stan¬ 
dard accommodation. The Armed Forces Covenant 
will prove a stern test for how true the commitment 
of this and future Governments is. 

As well as keeping a critical eye on what the 
Government is doing in relation to our Armed 
Forces personnel, the debate offered the chance to 
congratulate the Government for its decision to 
finally allow veterans of the Malaya and Borneo 
campaign to not just accept the Pingat Jasa 
Malaysia Medal, but finally to be allowed to wear it 
in time for Remembrance Sunday. 

The medal, awarded by the Malaysian 
Government in 2004, fell foul of an archaic set of 
rules which allowed veterans to accept it, but not 


wear it. 

This change of heart is very welcome. The hon¬ 
ours and decorations committee is the guardian of 
the rules governing medals and this is now set to be 
reviewed. For too long, this rather shadowy and 
unaccountable committee has failed to respond to 
veterans groups, hiding behind the rules they seek 
to implement. Any future committee should be 
made accountable to Parliament. I hope Ministers 
will learn the lessons from the experience of the 
PJM veterans. 

Many contributions to the debate also focused on 
the mental and physical impact of service. As a 
Member of the Defence Select Committee, we have 
undertaken an inquiry into military casualties and 
how we care for them. Charities such as Combat 
Stress and Help for Heroes, among many others do 
essential work to help serving and former Armed 
Forces personnel with physical injuries and mental 
health problems linked to their service. 

After almost a decade and a half of war in the 
Balkans, Iraq and Afghanistan we are aware that 
numbers of traumatised and psychologically dam¬ 
aged military and ex-military personnel will grow. 
American studies show that l/3rd of their Vietnam 
veterans needed psychological care, while one in 
five soldiers suffered combat induced psychological 
problems post Iraq. 

If, as seems likely, greater emphasis is put on 
developing reserve forces, it is essential that there 
are the services to match. Research has shown that 
reserve forces are far more susceptible to psycho¬ 
logical problems stemming from their service, part¬ 
ly because once they return to civilian life, they do

not have the support network provided by a regi¬ 
ment or home base. Our commitment to providing 
care for those who have life-changing injuries or 
who many years down the line may suffer from 
psychological problems such as PTSD will have to 
be sustained for many years to come. 

At the same time, while the level of public 
awareness about these problems is, we need to be 
careful to avoid compassion fatigue. 

At a time when despicable criminal elements are 
desecrating war memorials to sell the copper and 
bronze, we cannot ignore the fact that a few years 
from now the public memory of our operations in 
Iraq, Afghanistan and the Falklands will start to 
fade, funding for services must not be allowed to 
fade too. 

Remembrance Day should honour the bravery of 
everyone who has fought for Britain. We should 
honour the skill, courage, and commitment to their 
comrades, country and their communities. 

As a community, we must show the same devo¬ 
tion to looking after the families of those who serve 
in our name: whether it is the teacher watching for 
the child, upset because a parent is away; a neigh¬ 
bour popping in for a coffee with the family left 
behind; or remembering that the elderly man or 
woman in the street will almost certainly have 
served in a way that should be respected and 
remembered.

News from Penarth and 
District Ramblers 

Stepping into the local shoot! 


GERAINT and his tri¬ 
coloured sheepdog Patch 
recently began a series of win¬ 
ter walks around the Wenvoe 
area, all of which begin from 
the War Memorial next to the 
village pub. 

The group of five headed out past 
the 12th century village church dedi¬ 
cated to St Mary, the group took 
paths through houses to emerge into 
the fields above the Wenvoe garden 
centre, which led them to 
Burdonshill. 

Entering part of the Wenvoe golf 
course, the group edged along the 
boundary to follow the footpath 
downhill. 

Unfortunately, the group walked 
straight into the middle of the local 
shoot and had to wait until it was safe 
to continue. 

After walking the length of the 
northern edge of the Goldsland Wood, 
the group crossed fields and eventual¬ 
ly arrived at the long cairn at St 
Lythans. This Neolithic chambered 
tomb is also known as Gwal-y-Filiast, 
or the ‘greyhound bitches kennel’ as 
apparently it was once used as an ani¬ 
mal shelter during the 1800s. 


Circumnavigating the top end of 
the Goldsland Wood, it was interest¬ 
ing to note that the remains of seven 
Neolithic humans were excavated 
from a cave that stood between the 
wood and the burial chamber, togeth¬ 
er with pottery and flint blades. 

Then turning south with views out 
towards the Bristol Channel, the 
group headed through sheep-filled 
fields in the Goldsland Valley and 
crossing the bridge over the 
Goldsland Brook climbed gently to 
New Wallace Farm. 

They strolled along the lane that 
runs tluough the Wenvoe golf course 
which was founded in 1936 around 
Wenvoe Castle, a mansion house that 
was the home of Hugh Tenner the 
club’s first president, before returning 
back to Wenvoe village. 

On November 19, meet at 9am at 
the Wenvoe War Memorial for a four- 
mile easy/moderate walk taking in the 
Salmon Leaps at Cwrt yr Ala; contact 
Geraint on 029 2051 5278.

Some ghostly 
goings on at 
Ogmore castle! 


ESTABLISHED by Williams 
de Londres in 1116, the first 
castle on the site at Ogmore 
was constructed using earth 
and timber. 

This was around the time of the 
Norman invasion, and eventually the 
castle and additional keep were built 
using stone for strength against 
enemy attack. 

The inner ward is still visible, as 
well as the great tower, which was 
built by William’s son Maurice de 
Londres, after his father death in 
1126. 

It was likely to have been a spec¬ 
tacular sight as it spanned three sto¬ 
ries with a fireplace on the ground 
floor. Staircases for the first floor 
were added for apartments to accom¬ 
modate the Lord and his family. 

Across from the main castle another 
building was added during the 12th 
Century, although only ruins of the 
cellar remain today. 

The de Londres family still owned 
the castle during the 13th Century and 
they added more new buildings to the 
site where the foundations are still 
visible. 

Buildings which probably stood 
there include a gatehouse and a great 
hall. Indications of an original draw¬ 
bridge are still evident beside the gate 
passage. 

However, the castle is unlikely to 
have figured in any substantial bat¬ 
tles. 

Other significant names relating to 
the castle include Payn de Chaworth, 


Lord of Kidwelly and his heiress 
Matilda who married Henry, Earl of 
Lancaster in 1298. 

Ogmore castle then became part of 
the Duchy of Lancaster and served as 
a courthouse during the 14th Century. 

The ghostly image of a man has 
been seen on many occasions by 
unsuspecting visitors, gliding across 
the stepping stones seemingly looking 
for hidden treasure. 

Why would this lifelike gentleman 
want to return to the place where he 
failed in his quest to seek his fortune 
in another world now beyond his 
grasp? 

The spectral image of a bearded 
man has been identified roaming 
around the castle grounds as if lost in 
time. Could this frightful figure be 
that of a poacher executed on the land 
many years ago, reluctant to leave the 
place where he met his end? 

Another phantom entity has been 
seen crossing the water displaying 
himself as a soldier. 

Could this gallant spirit be guarding 
someone during his time on the 
earth’s plane, or just a confused spirit 
abandoned in an environment that he 
would no longer recognise? 

The serene face of a little girl has 
been spotted at the window of the 
castle turret emulating the feeling of 
sadness. 

Could this sad image be a reflection 
of the conditions of our distant past? 
the mysteries go on..

Dressed as an Arab 
Prince with the late Jeff 
Keherher similarly 
attired at his aide and 
arriving at the hotel in a 
posh limo, John 
Llewellyn Thomas was 
invited to attend the 
game as a guest of the 
union and even had a 
police escort to the 
ground! 

In recognition of his 
hard work for Llantwit 
Major REC over the 
years, Dewi asked 
Howard Jones to pres¬ 
ent a Supper Club drag¬ 
on to JL. 

Dewi then handed 
the mike over to David 
East who said how 
delighted he was to 


travel down from 
Nottingham for the 
evening and especially 
pleased to be called 
upon to make the sec¬ 
ond presentation to a 
close friend, Howard 
Jones, known by many 
as ‘Mr Silver Bah’ 
through his efforts in 
organising one of 
Wales’ most prestigious 
rugby competitions. 

Howard has spent a 
lifetime working tire¬ 
lessly to make 
Glamorgan county 
rugby the success story 
it is, especially when 
you see how the profes¬ 
sional game has seen 
many counties cease to 
exist. 

As fixture secretary 
and secretary Howard 
has run the county side 
in meticulous fashion, 
allowing them to field 
sides to help clubs 
throughout the district, 
and even further afield 
to celebrate centenaries 
and other milestones in 
style, and of course 
there have been numer¬ 
ous charity games. 

A Glamorgan county 
cap is one of the most 
prized possessions in 
Welsh rugby, and David 
East said he was hon¬ 
oured to be president of 
the county before hand¬ 
ing over to Dennis 
Gethin recently, and 
thanked Howard for his 
tremendous efforts over 
the years. 

Howard responded in 
his own modest, inim¬ 
itable style, bringing 
howls of laughter from 
the room, yet he was 
obviously taken aback 
by the presentation from 
David East of a silver 
supper club dragon to 
mark his long and suc¬ 
cessful service to 
Glamorgan county and 
Welsh rugby. 

Next Dewi called 
upon WRU president 
Dennis Gethin to say a 
few words.

David East accepted 
the incredible portait 
with a great deal of 
emotion and thanked 
Brian for being so kind 
in his interpretation 
which was done from 
photographs. 

Turning to Dewi, 
David said what a won¬ 
derful job Dewi had 
done in making the 
Supper Club so popular. 

David said when he 
moved away for person¬ 
al reasons he hoped the 
Supper Club would not 
die and in fact it is still 
blossoming thanks to 
Dewi’s efforts. 

David said like most 
great things it happens 
because people want it 
and modestly played 
down his role in the 
Supper Club. 

He went on to say he 
was a lucky man, hav¬ 
ing enjoyed a great 
police career and being 
involved for many years 
with a variety of sports. 

David pointed to the 
two referees present, 
Derek Be van, who he 
rated the best-ever, and 
Nigel Whitehouse, a 
poacher-tumed-game- 
keeper who played for 
the Police side when 
David was involved, as 
did Phil Noble a talent¬ 
ed scrum half. David 
shared a few memories 
of some tours with the 
Police XVs which are 
covered by the ‘what 
goes on tour, stays on 
tour’ rule! 

David openly con¬ 
fessed to being sports 
mad, and thanked those 
present for their support 
over the years and 
expressed his honour in 
being invited back for 
the evening. 

Initially, he was 
almost lost for words, 
and his thank-you to 
those present came from 
the heart. 

After a warm round 
of applause for David, 
Roger Lewis WRU 
group chief executive 
expressed his respect 
for a great former secre¬ 
tary of the WRU who 
had contributed so 
much to Welsh rugby, 
particularly through the 
South Wales Police set¬ 
up. 

Roger spoke of his 
visits to the Supper 
Club and the warm wel¬ 
come and friendship 
offered to him by every¬ 
one - Dewi and David 
in particular. 

He described it as an 
evening of warm friend¬ 
ship, brotherhood, a 
family, an honouring of 
old times and constant 
view to the future, what 
the game is all about, 
and what sport is about.

THE headline 
above is the first 
thought that 
springs to mind on 
stepping inside the 
XC60 T5 SE R 
Design because it’s 
fitted with a sophis¬ 
ticated and intelli¬ 
gent cruise control 
that literally thinks 
for the driver. 

It ensures that this 
crossover travels at the 
right speed and keeps 
the correct distance 
behind the car in front. 
This sees it braking and 
speeding up of its own 
accord. 

It’s not infallible 
though, because as I 
found, really torrential 
rain resulted in an 
unnerving ‘blocked 
radar’ warning appearing 
on the dash, instantly 
cutting out cruise con¬ 
trol. 

This was the worst 
rain I have driven in and 
it’s unfortunate that it 
highlighted this glitch. 
Once the rain eased the 
system worked again. 

At times, the radars 
were also a little too sen¬ 
sitive for my liking. For 
instance, when in the 
outside lane of the 



motorway the sensors 
became aware of vehi¬ 
cles in the middle lane, 
resulting in the XC60 
slowing down when 
there was no need - 
making for a jerky ride 
and frustrating perform¬ 
ance at times, but the 
idea is a good one that 
just needs a little 
improving, in my opin¬ 
ion. 

Aside from this, the 
Volvo handled the very 
unsympathetic weather 
battering with ease, its 
height ensuring that it 
could tackle widespread 
flooding. 

When the sun finally 
emerged, the massive 
panorama sunroof was 
greatly appreciated. This 
also provided a really 
light and airy feeling 
inside. 

In the XC60, Volvo 
has attempted to com¬ 
bine off-road ruggedness 


and practicality with 
sporty styling and safety. 
It has pretty much 
achieved this, too. The 
stylish vehicle is spa¬ 
cious, with a modern 
cabin, is family-friendly 
and less bulky looking 
than the larger XC90. 

On the road there is 
an excellent ride, mak¬ 
ing it a good long dis¬ 
tance companion. 
However, on shorter 
journeys it is noticeable 
that the automatic box, 
which feeds powers to 
all four wheels, is a little 
hesitant at times. 

The R-Design gives a 
sportier chassis, stiffer 
dampers, anti-roll bars 
and a colour-matching 
body kit. 

Volvo’s XC60 was 
launched in 2008, at the 
same time as the Audi 
Q5. The Swedish SUV 
has arguably helped 
Volvo shrug off its 


image as a maker of cars 
for old men. It has rein¬ 
troduced the manufactur¬ 
er to the younger drivers 
it once appealed to with 
the cool-looking PI800 
- synonymous with TV’s 
The Saint - in the ‘60s. 

Overall, it’s a well- 
built vehicle suitable for 
an active family, seeking 
style and practicality and 
if Volvo could improve 
its clever cruise control 
it would be almost per¬ 
fect.
